The inspectors of the Illinois State 
F ire Prevention association, 25 
in 
number, investigated 240 buildings 
in this 
city y esterday , including all 
public buildings, school houses and 
business establishments, and accord­ 
ing to the report of Secretary Ma- 
von, which was made at the infor­ 
mal meeting held at the Elks club 
last evening, 85 defects were found. 
However, of the 85 defects found, 
but 21 were of a serious nature and 
nearly all were due to defective wir­ 
ing. The inspectors gave the Dixon 
business men present at the meeting 
cause for satisfaction in stating that 
all of the public buildings in the city 
including the school houses were in 
excellent condition. 


Many at Meeting. 
Members of the association stated 
that the meeting held last evening, 
which was called to order by May or 
W. 13. Ilrin ton, was the best a t te n d ­ 
ed they have held in their inspec­ 
tion of the state, and they also af­ 
firmed that the business men of the 
city exhibited a most noticeable wil­ 
lingness to aid 
the inspectors 
in 
their work and to make the changes 
suggested. 


That the visit of the inspectors to 
this city will be of untold benefit is 
assured. Many conditions which were 
exceedingly 
dangerous 
and which 
would go unrem arke d by the lay ­ 
man, were pointed out by tho 
in­ 
spectors, and the number of disas­ 
trous tires that the removal of these 
conditions will prevent can not be 
estimated. 
Instructive Talks. 
The lounging room at the Elks 
club was well 
filled with business 
men and property 
owners 
when 
May or Brinton called the meeting to 
order and introduced the chairman 
of the evening. Sec. Mavon gave 
a 
brief report of tlie inspection 
hero, 
and informed the property owners 
that had been notified of defects that 
■ the association would expect favor­ 
able reports tha t snob defects had 
been remedied in two weeks. 


Assistant State 
Fire Marshal F. 
IL Morgaridge told of the work be­ 
ing done by the state departm ent. 
He said t^iat prior to the establish­ 
ment has been established however 
of but two convictions were obtained 
in the state for arson each y ear for 
the past ten y ears. Since the d e pa rt­ 
ment has been establishe d.however, 
more convictions are obtained 
each 
y ear than in the entire decade prior 
to that time. The department is now 
doing most effective work in the pre­ 
vention of fires and the provision of 
safety appliances for the people of 
the state.

It has been said that the family of 
y oung Lehm an believe he was struck 
on the head afte r his arrest, causing 
death. For this reason the investiga 
tion will be made. 
No inquest was 
conducted over the remains at the 
time of death, as the phy sician who 
attended signed a certificate, stating 
that an inquest 
was unnecessary . 
There was a controversy as to wlioth 
er or not an inquest 
should have 
been held but it was decided that it 
should be dispensed with as the phy 
si clan signed the certificate giving i 
cause of death. 


The elder Lehm an appeared 
at 
the office of Deputy Coroner N. C. 
Phillips and told him his opinion in 
the matter and asked for an investi­ 
gation. The depirifc; 
com m uafoot'd 
with Chief of Police Root but 
the 
latter scouts tho theory tha t Leh­ 
man died from injuries sustained in 
the jail. 
At the time of Lehman's death it 
was said tha t death resulted fro:n 
the bursting of a blood vessel in his 
brain following an attack of delir­ 
ium tremens.

Admiral Asserts Japan Can Cap­ 
ture Philippines. 


Vreela nd Testifies Before House Body 
and Urges More 
Wa rships 
for Navy . 


Washington, Jan. 29.—That in case 
of war witli Japan the Japutiese could 
capture the Philippines witihn a short 
tim e was the testimony given by Rear 
Admiral Vreeland, a member of the 
general board of the 
navy , 
to the 
house naval committee. 
The capture 
of Hawaii was also probable, but the 
Japanese could not, in his opiniou, cap­ 
ture either Alaska 
or the 
Panam a 
canal. 
Admiral Vreeland urged the adop­ 
tion of the general board’s recom­ 
mendation of four battleships of the 
dreadnought ty pe, with a proportionate 
number of other war vessels. 
Secre­ 
tary of the Navy Daniels ha« recom­ 
mended that only two battleships be 
provided at this session of congress. 
Tlio “little navy ” members of the 
committee tried to attack the activi­ 
ties of the Navy league in its efforts to 
build up sentim ent for a big navy by 
means of speakers and literature. 
Representative Buchanan of Illinois 
wanted to know w hether officials of 
corporations manufacturing naval sup­
